This statem ent, however, m ay be taken w ith some reserve, us but for the innate ta l­ 
ent of th e reporter himself the seeds sown by his m entors would have borne no fruit.

He modestly ascribes his success as a reporter to the tutelage of Bogart, Hie 
city editor, and Claik, the night editor, of his paper, who, he says, taug ht him all he has ever know n "about writing 
E nglish and observing facts.” 
This statem ent, however, may be taken w ith some reserve, as but for tile innate ta l­ 
ent of the rep orter himself the seeds sown by his m entors would have borne no fruit. 
At 22 B risbane succeeded William IP m y H urlbut and T. P. O’Connor as Bondon correspondent of The Sun. in 
which capacity he served with distinction.

apeutical medicine for the cure of cer­ 
tain affections and the rapid modification 
of certain unfavorable constitutional con­ 
ditions. 
But in order to derive all the advant­ 
ages possible from this energetic rem e­ 
dy it must be properly employed. Conse­ 
quently it is necessary that persons who 
decide to pass some time at tile seaside 
should p o s s e s s some general knowledge 
as to the nature and the working of the 
elements from 
which they 
s e e k new 
h ca Itll 
This knowledge must be sufficiently pre­ 
c is e to serve us a guide of life during a 
patient's sojourn at the seaside. 
Chemical analysis justifies the clattsi- 
Mcation of sea water among strong min­ 
eral waters, it is eold, chloro-sulphated- 
souie Water 
The presence ut iodine in 
various seaweeds gave rise to Hie pre­ 
sumption that, iii consequence of the con­ 
tinued maceration of these marine plants, 
iodine would be found in sea water. 
In recent years spectral analysis has 
demonstrated the presence of this valua­ 
ble medicine and of bromine in sea wa­ 
ter; th e n fore sea w ater Is also el assi fled 
among chloro-bromo-lodized waters. 
The saltness of the sea is due to chlor­ 
ide of sodium, 
ft is moi** Intense in the 
open sea than on the coasts, and dimin­ 
ishes at 
the 
mouths of 
rivers and 


considerable amount of sulphuretted hy­ 
drogen which diminishes the purity of 
the air. 
Tills fact enables us to lay 
down tho principle that, so far as possi­ 
ble. seaside resorts should not be in the 
neighborhood of the mouths of large or 
even fair-sized rivers. 
On account of 
its great volume and 
density, the sea possesses in a very high 
measure, the power of absorbing heat and 
very low radiating powers. 
Its tem per­ 
ature is less variable than that of the 
mainland, and la always somewhat high­ 
er. 
The tem perature attuins its maxi­ 
mum in July, remains stationary in Au­ 
gust,, and falls in September 
For every period of 24 hours, the mini­ 
mum tem perature of Hie w ater is attain­ 
ed before ll o’clock in the morning and 
til' maximum between noon and 5 in the 
afternoon 
However, a number of un­ 
foreseen cli cultist uncos, such as persistent 
north winds 
or abundant rains, which 
modify the tem perature of 
the atm os­ 
phere. also modify t tie temperature of the 
sea water 
The powerful but intermittent action 
of sea baths is continued and completed 
by the unbroken action of the sea air. 
The composition of hob air is marked by 
no essential variation from the air of the 
mainland. I t is nevertheless distinguished 
by its greater purity. 
The carbonic acid 
is to a large extent absorbed by the vast 
volume of w ater with which it comes In 
contact. 
Ozone, on the other hand, is 
present in higher proportions than else­ 
where. 
Ozone has the property of neu­ 
tralizing m iasm as anti germ*, hence the 
rareness and shortness of 
epidemics at

Tile scientists have set them selves a very fascinating problem in their a t ­ 
tem pt to calculate th** age of th a t w onderful collection of m onoliths on Salis­ 
bury plain. England, by th eir orientation, or relation to the sun. These great 
rocks have been in existence from th e earliest times recorded in history, 
and there is no know ledge of the period of erection, but the scientists are now 
w orking on tin* theory th a t Stun* henge w as an ancient Druidic or Celtic tem ­ 
ple of the sun gad. Tills theory seem s borne out by the fact th at several of the 
principal stones a re in line w ith the great central a lta r stone and th a t on th# 
longest d ay of the year (Jun e 21) the sun shines alm ost directly along the 
tops of the form er full upon the eastern face of the latter—in fact, th a t these 
stones are "oriented.” 
The astro no m ers say that the sun has risen less and 
leas no rth erly for the past 2,ow years at a rate of about 18 seconds of arc in rn 
century.
